The tariff bill has passed the Senate 


and is now at the disposal of Mr. Beed. 
It differs in many particulars from the 
Dingley bill passed by the House of 
Representatives. It was reported when 
the bill was sent to the Senate by the 
Finance Committee that the House 
would not agree to it, but Mr. Reed 
may have changed his mind since then, 


The Senate, satisfied that the sched- 


ules will not be satisfactory to the 
House, appointed a Conference Com- 
mittee to meet with a similar one, 
which it is expected the House will ap- 
point, and the two committees will 
doubtless agree upon a bill tjhat will 
probably be nearly satisfactory to both 
houses. Tariff bills are at best mere 
compromises, and the present will be 
no exception to the rule, 


The bill -is wholly a Republican 


measure.. In the. House the opposition 
had nci hand in framing it. The Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, that is a 
majority of the committee, formulated 
the bill without consulting the minor- 
ity, and the same rale was followed by 
the Senate Finance Committee. It is 
true that the bill in its present shape is 
different from that sent to the Senate 
by Mr. Reed and Mr. Dingley, but it is 
Republican, nevertheless, though Re- 
publicans, as is shown by the bill 
differ in their ideas of what a protective 
tariff should be. 


Some of the Silver men voted for the 


bill in the Senate, not because they be- 
lieve a change in tariff schedules wil 
benefit the country, as increasing tax 
ation will not put more money in the 
pockets of those who ha7e to pay the 
taxes, bat for the reason that they wan 
to apply the goldbug panacea for dul 
times 89 speedily as possible to con 
vince Mr. Keed and Mr, Dingley of the 
inefficacy of their remedy.

Local chemists were in 
terviewed, however and tests wer 
mfcde that showed large quantities 
organic matter in the water and 
much in fact that it could be seen wit 
the naked eye. The cry of alarm 
sound ad by the Standard was taken u 
and the water company forced to clea 
the reservoir, but the proposition 
now being agitated to insist on cemen 
floor and sides to the supply resorvoi 
with a fair prospect of forcing the com 
pany to put them in. 


RUSSIA has sent a circular note to th

POSTAL FACILITIES IN 1800. 


A Undine** Letter'* Slow Stave*

In 1800 not only was the field of busi- 


ness enterprise restricted, but the trans- 
action of business within that field was' 
slow and difficult, says the Atlantic. 
The merchant kept his own books, or 
as we would have said, his own ac- 
counts; -wrote all his letters with a 
quill and when they were written let 
the ink dry by sprinkling it with sand. 
There were then no envelopes, no post- 
age stamps, no letter boxes in the 
streets, no collection of the mail. The 
letter written, the paper was carefully 
folded, sealed with wax or wafer, ad- 
dressed and carried to the post office, 
where postage was prepaid at rates 
which would now seem extortionate. 
To send a letter which was a single 
sheet of paper, large or small, from Bos- 
ton to New York or Philadelphia cost 
IS'/s and to Washington. 25 cents; and 
this when the purchasing power of a 
cent was five timeswhatitis at present. 
To carry a letter from Philadelphia, 
then the capital of the United States, 
to Boston and bring back an answer by 
return mail would have consumed from 
IE to 18 days, according to the season of 
the year and weather.
